Applicants amendment to the Sequence Listing filed on 25 November 2003 is 
acknowledged and entered. The newly submitted CRF is in compliance with the requirements of 
the sequence rules 37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825. 

Currently, claims 21-26, 29-47, 54 and 55 are pending, and under consideration. 

Rejoinder: 

Claims 21-26 and 29 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement 
as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 34 and 35, directed to the species 
of "Z" group in the formula no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to 
this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic 
claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the linked 
species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including all the 
limitations of the allowable generic claim(s) be presented in a continuation or divisional 
application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double 
patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once a restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S. C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 
1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Examiner's Statement for Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 21-26, and 29- 
47, 54 and 55 of the present invention are directed to a method for inhibiting CGRP binding to 
CGRP receptors with a composition comprising a CGRP receptor-binding peptide modified with 
chemical groups (see the formula in the claim 29). Rejections of claims 54 and 55 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs were made in the final Office Action for the recitation of 
"Z is a vasoactive peptide" in claim 54, and the recitation of "Z is an antagonist of human 
CGRP" in claim 55, based on that an antagonist of CGRP cannot be vasoactive. Applicants 
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argument in the response to the Office Action, filed on 18 July 2003 (paper No. 17) has been 
fully considered. At page 5 of the response, Applicants argue that Gardiner et al. (Biochem. 
Biophys. Res, Commun., 1990, 171: 938-943) teaches an antagonist of human a-CGRP, a-CGRP 
(8-37), which can cause an increase in mean arterial blood pressure, together with renal, 
mesenteric and hindquarters vasoconstrictions. This argument is persuasive as the prior art 
reference indicates that an antagonist of CGRP can also be vasoactive, such as vasoconstriction. 
Accordingly, the rejections of claims 54 and 55 are withdrawn. 



Conclusion: 

Claims 21-26, 29-47, 54 and 55 are allowed.
